it is said, considered this descent the proudest
among his endless claims to the reverence of
his countrymen. The whole story, we fear,
is essentially unromantic and common-place;

telligence of the events of the war continued
unabated until the end of thé struggle. The
London 7{mex selected its best correspondent
for service in the Italian army; leading
French jonrnals promptly recorded the sue-
eesses of Napoleon, and glorified the carnage
of Solfermo and Magenta; the New York
newspapers had ropresentatives on all the
ficlds of battle, and the foremost among
these was the late Henry J. Raymond, to
whom the 7¥uics aud its readers were indebted
for the clearest and most complete of all the
contemporaneous narratives—not excepting
the brilliunt run executed by Mr. Raymond
when he supposed himself pursued by an
infuriated squadron of Austrian cuirassiers,

It was in midsummer when the New York
Times beeame famons in consequence of this
same lively campunign. While the chief of
that jonrnal followed in person the fortunes
of the war, his subordinates in the office of
the Times followed their own sweet will, and
it is but justice to the capable gentlomen who
then constituted the editorial corps to say
that the reputation of the paper was well sus-
tuined. In fact, the act of one of their num-
ber inareased its popularity for at least one
day—for on that day appeared the editorial
article known as *“The Elbows of the Mineio,”
That remarkable production convulsed the
town at breakfast time, became the topic of
street talk before noon, was read aloud by
the evening lamp, and then was filed away
smong the ephemera which are considered
too good to be lost. I know of serap-books
in which it is sacredly kept to-day—of men
who bought old files of the Ydnes to seissor
ont that one column—of diligent eollectors
who have made a copy of it one of the ap-
pendices to their get of Disvueli's **Cariosi-
ties, "

The **Flhows™ consisted of phrases which,
though disjointed, were in everysensespirited;
the space occupied was one colunn of the
Times; the title, “The Defensive Sguare of
Austrion Italy.” The ftirst hall was pgrave;
the lnst half-—well, Bacchus was responsible
for that. The opening pussages contrasted
strongly with those which followsd, as the
cpsy tlow of a running spring contrasis with
the babbling torrent of the brook dashed into
fosm by countless pebbles—the polibles in
this case being corks, and the foam of that
kort which some Anacreontio tolls us is
“plagsant boating.” In sharl, it was n break-
fast which, like Charles Lamb's last plece of
pie, did the business

The polished writer and elegantly finishod
gentleman whose presence wis always weloome
ut any festive bourd, aud whose pen achieved
the ul‘iginnl trinmph of *““I'he Elbows" over
all competitors, French, Eunglish, or Ameri-
can, had *“‘broakfasted.” The breakfast was
n good one; viends thore were of the best,
and the vinous componunds were beyond eowm-
pare, The compuuny was seleet; the hours
fled; noomne ook note of time. Night foll,
und all the city went to sleep—axeopt the
newspaper men and the disreputable oharac
ters, In the Tinies office, on Raymond's dosk,
lny tha decorous part of the “Elhows, ™ and
towards midnight the article got itself finished
—not 80 decorously. This Is briefly the story
of its origin,

This
rond pesses through the Vatelline, rmus
nruum}tho Lake of Como, and ends at Berga-
mo, It mny serve as well for the retreat of
the beaton Austrians into the Tyrol as for the
advance of the victorious Austrians upon
Italy, Two railways pass also by this contral
point of the Anstrinn position. Onoe of these
railways unites Lombardy with Vienna, by
gireling around the crescent of the North
Adriatie; the other, leaving Botzen, in the
Tyrol, skirts the Lago of Gurda, touches
Trent, Roveredo, and Verona, and by a
branch road reaches Mantua, and thus nnites
the two main angles of the famous square
The New York Iorald, in giving yesterday a
pretended map of this square, carefully
omitted the bridge-head of Legnago, and thus
converted the square into a triangle. The
strength of Peschiorn and Legnago is out of
all proportion to the besieging force. The
main merit of Peschiera is that this fortress
lies on an islind, and was eaptured by the
Duke of Genoa in 1848, At this time the
Sardinians crossed the Minclo after several
hours’ hard fighting: and if we follow the
windings of the Mincio, we shall find count-
less elbows formed in theselbhow of the regu-
lar army, at places like Salianza, Molini, and
Borghetto. These places make up the base
of the allied army.

“Almost at the southern end of the river
Mincio lies the strong fortress of Mantua, the
only Gibraltar of Austria in Italy, guaranteed
by the troaties of 1515, Mantua, as we have
said, lies on a lake of theriver Mincio. In
spite of the labors spent upon it, Mantua still
holds the next rank to Verona. It isa post of
danger for the army shut between its walls,
rather than for the enemy without. After &
battle of several hours’ duration, the Sar-
dininne, at Goito, give way, and if we follow
up the course of the Mincio, we shall find
innumerable ¢elbows formed by the sympathy
of youth. Defended by Wuriuser, in 1797,
Austria surrendered to Napoleon IIT in 1854,
Notwithstunding the toil spent by Ausiria on
the spot, we should have learned that we are
protected by a foreign fleet suddenly coming
up on our questlon of citizenship. A canal cuts
Mantua in two; but we may rely on the most
cordinl Cabinet Minisier of the new powgr in
England.

“*Mantua is protected in the centre by five
detached forts, Pradelln, Castle of Faith, St
George, and Migliaretto, which commands
Cremona, Borgo Forte, and Governolo.

**A canal divides Mantua and makes a small
port in the lake, communieating by tive forti-
fied roadways with the land.

**At Roverbello are machines for flooding
the whole region, and in the upper lake floats
an Austrian squadron.  The region between
Mantua and the Po is nnpracticable for an
army. 'Tis a marsh full of fevers. On this
side the sqnare seems impregnable, But how
with the line from Mantua to Legnago ¥ Leg-
nago is no stronger than Peschiern, but it hus
the double advantage of a bridge over the
Adige, and of dikes ready to inundate the
whole Adristic region. The fourth face of
the square links Verona to Legnago. "This is
the best defensive line of Austria in Ttaly.
At Verona the last features of the opposition
lingered. The Adige is swift and deep |at
Verona; it can only be passed at Cerpi and
Bussolengo in the face of a thousand perils,
